Very significant is the motion introduced 
in 
the 
Orange Free State nationalist congress asserting that the 
next governor-general of South Africa should be a South 
African rather than an Englishman. It is apparent that 
the Dutch, the numerically predominant section 
of 
the 
population, have not eased up in their struggle for poli­ 
tical power, a struggle which has been raging since 
the 
Hoer war nearly SO years*ago. 
South Africa is frequently referred to as “the flow ­ 
er of British democratic development,” in that its voters, 
limited to those of European descent, have 
wide 
sell- 
governing powers. Tho governor-general, appointed by 
the king and the personal representative of the king, has 
little executive power. The office serves mainly to bolster 
u 
British monarchical traditions, and to this policy is at­ 
tn but od in some degree the 
continued 
loyalty 
of 
the 
dominion to the motlier country. 
There, 
nevertheless, has been an undercurrent 
of 
feeling in all the dominions that the appointment 
of 
an 
Englishman to this spectacular office is unnecessary. At 
each stage of their progress they have felt the urge for 
local government and less 
domination from 
Downing 
street. That this feeling is strong in South Africa is under­ 
standable. There always has been 
a 
tendency 
in 
the 
eolith African government to subordinate other 
consid­ 
erations to the welfare of the diamond and gold 
indus­ 
tries, two enterprises which, while 
they 
have 
reaped 
great 
profits for the financiers in London, 
have 
never 
done much for the native population. The agricultural in­ 
terests have struggled along without much assistance un­ 


til recent years. 
The Earl of Athlone is the present governor-general 
of South Africa and has proved generally popular. 
But 
m e fact that such a resolution should be entertained by a 
national party congress is distinct evidence that the South 
Africans are determined to rule 
South 
Africa 
them ­ 


selves.
